REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach a microstructured component comprising a carrier glass layer, a 
component structure including a first silicon layer bonded directly to the glass layer, the 
component structure including movable structure elements, a cap arranged over the 
microstructured component and bonded directly to the glass layer by anodic bonding, 
the first silicon layer has a thickness of at least 50 urn, wherein the cap is configured as 
a mechanical stop for the movable structure components and wherein the structured 
component is enclosed in a vacuum of 100 ubar to 1 mbar in combination with all the 
other limitations in claim 1 . The examiner is relying on the applicant's arguments filed 
September 25, 2008.
